Obama vows justice 


White House will work 
with Libya to punish 
embassy killers, he says

WASHINGTON President Obama vowed 
Wednesday to bring to justice the killers of 
the U.S. ambassador and three other diplo- 
mats in Libya as he sought to avoid election- 
year fallout from the attack. 

Standing in the White House Rose Garden, 
Obama condemned the attack in Benghazi 
as “outrageous and shocking” but insisted it 
would not harm relations with Libya’s new 
elected government, which took power in July 
after rebel forces backed by NATO air power 
overthrew Muammar Gaddafi last year. 


The targeting of American diplomats— in 
militant violence sparked by a U.S.-made anti- 
Islamic film— quickly reverberated in the U.S. 
presidential campaign and could have implica- 
tions for public attitudes toward revolutions 
across the Arab world. 

Obama, apparently seeking to seize the 
initiative in the midst of a close-fought race 
for re-election in November, pledged to work 
with the Libyan government to “see that jus- 
tice is done for this terrible act.” 

‘And make no mistake: justice will be done,” 
Obama said, with Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton at his side. 

He ordered increased security at U.S. em- 
bassies around the world, and a Marine anti- 
terrorist team was dispatched to boost secu- 
rity for U.S. personnel in Libya. 


Chris Stevens and three embassy staff were 
killed Tuesday in an attack on the U.S. con- 
sulate and a safe house refuge in the eastern 
city of Benghazi, stormed by gunmen blam- 
ing America for a film they said insulted the 
Prophet Mohammad. Another assault was 
mounted on the U.S. embassy in Cairo. 

Stevens, 52, was one of the first American 
officials on the ground in Benghazi after the 
city became the cradle of the revolt last year 
against Gaddafi’s more than four-decade rule. 
The 21-year veteran of the foreign service was 
named ambassador in May 

Sean Smith, a foreign service information 
management officer, was identified as one of 
the diplomats killed. The names of the two 
others were withheld while the government 
notified their families.

Mystery 
surrounds film

The movie that apparently sparked at- 
tacks on U.S. missions in Egypt and Libya, 
leading to the death Tuesday of the U.S. 
ambassador in Libya, looks to be an ama- 
teur endeavor made by a filmmaker who 
probably is working under a pseudonym. 

Nearly 14 minutes of scenes from a 
movie titled “Innocence of Muslims” and 
credited to a writer-director who calls 
himself Sam Bac- 
ile were posted 
on TbuTube two 
months ago. 

The clumsily 
assembled foot- 
age features ac- 
tors in fake beards 
stiffly delivering 
lines about the 
sins of Muham- 
mad on a vil- 
lage set against a 
greenscreen-cre- 
ated desert back- 
drop. It depicts 
images of the Islamic prophet Muham- 
mad as a blood-hungry sexual deviant. 

The clip first was posted onTbuTubeJuly 
2 by a man identified as Bacile. Wednes- 
day the Associated Press quoted the man 
saying that he made a two-hour film for 
$5 million. That budget seems unreason- 
ably high given the poor quality of the 
footage. 

Bacile’s name does not appear in several 
public and private databases. In an inter- 
view with the Atlantic magazine, someone 
who worked on the film said that Bacile is 
a pseudonym. The man behind the movie 
reportedly went into hiding after U.S. Am- 
bassador Chris Stevens and three other 
Americans were killed in a Tuesday night 
attack on the Benghazi, Libya, consulate. 

The trailer on YouTube contains a num- 
ber of controversial clips that are believed 
to have set off the spate of violence abroad.

U. of C. advances college rank

U.S. News & World Report is out with its an- 
nual rankings of the nation’s top colleges, and 
the University of Chicago moved up a notch 
this year.

It isn’t easy selling a product when most 
people don’t know what it is, says Stephen 
McCarthy distiller of Clear Creek Distill- 
ery He should know, given that his signature 
products, the spirits that drove him to open 
a distillery, are eaux de vie. And most people 
don’t know what an eau de vie is. 

Put simply eau de vie is a colorless brandy 
made from a fruit other than grapes. Howev- 
er, that shorthand fails to express a spirit that 
captures the essence of a ripe, flavorful fruit. 

“Everything we do depends on the fruit 
growing around us,” McCarthy says. 

That’s a mindset instilled in McCarthy from 
his time in coUege in France, where he discov- 
ered eau de vie. When he wasn’t in class, he’d 
bicycle around with his friends or climb moun- 
tains with a university club. And when his 
friends were ready for a break, they’d pull out a 
flask with locally produced eau de vie. 


After college, he moved back to the U.S. 
and a few years later, in 1985, opened Clear 
Creek. For the first 10 or 15 years, it was slow 
going, he says. Only a handful of craft distill- 
eries dotted the country Of those, hardly any 
produced spirits like eau de vie. 

“Perhaps opening up a distillery that pro- 
duces eaux de vie was a quixotic gesture,” he 
says. “But I love eaux de vie, and I figured I’d 
produce them, even if I didn’t know how to 
sell them.” 

To help support his eau de vie production, 
he began making a peaty, Scotch-like whis- 
key, as well as brandies and liqueurs. But even 
with 20 or so other spirits, eau de vie always 


has been at the center of Clear Creek’s iden- 
tity 

The distillery’s seven varieties of eau de vie 
are where McCarthy showcases his talent. 
The spirits aren’t barrel-aged, which can mask 
flaws, so there’s little safety net. Thus the end 
product relies on distilling know-how and us- 
ing the best fruit. 

But that’s OK because McCarthy knows 
what he’s doing. His framboise, for in- 
stance, is a distillation of a pure mash of 
fermented raspberries grown near the dis- 
tillery. Fermenting fresh whole raspberries 
is difficult, and some years Clear Creek 
can’t get it right, he says. So those years he 


doesn’t release the spirit. 

Of the distillery’s eau de vie, the most id- 
iosyncratic is Douglas fir, which was inspired 
by an obscure Alsatian distillate called eau de 
vie de bourgeons de sapin. The spirit, which 
took McCarthy a decade to perfect, is made 
by infusing the springtime buds of Douglas fir 
into clear brandy for a week or so. Then, he 
takes the spirit and infuses it with more buds 
to give it a green tinge and complex, piney fla- 
vor and aroma. 

The result is unlike nearly anything else 
you’ll ever come across. But that doesn’t 
bother McCarthy because it’s exactly what 
he’d like to be making.

The *Glee’ goes to NYC

The fourth season of “Glee” begins with a 
split story line between Rachel (Lea Michele) 
at the New York Academy of Dramatic Arts, 
and the gang back in Lima and McKinley, 
where the current preoccupation is replacing 
... Rachel. There is certainly no shortage of 
candidates, both new and old. 

For Rachel, her hardest class may be 
Dance loi, ruled— not taught— by Cassan- 
dra July (Kate Hudson, in a guest role) who 
sneers at the newcomer, “I bet you were a big 
star back in Iowa.”
